Dear SJC Alumni, 


In the last edition of Contact , I made the 
observation that there is great value to getting 
involved at Saint Joseph’s College, and I 
encouraged fellow alumni to volunteer for SJC.

A native of Springfield, 
Ohio, you may see him on campus bringing a car load of prospective students from the 
Buckeye State. (I believe Terry is singularly responsible for bringing more students to 
SJC, especially from Ohio, than any other lay person in the school’s history.) The C.PP.S. 
delight in the treats he brings them from his hometown bakery. Precious Blood priests 
who have retired to Carthagena, Ohio, also get frequent visits from Terry. 

As you can see, Mike and Terry’s unsolicited and selfless efforts have required not 
money, but love, time, and a desire to perpetuate the Puma legacy. 

In gathering my thoughts for this letter, I was struck by a reading at Mass from St. Paul’s 
Epistle to the Corinthians, which speaks of the gifts of service: 

“There are different kinds of spiritual gifts but the same Spirit; there are different 
forms of service but the same Lord; there are different workings but the same 
God who produces all of them in everyone. To each individual the manifestation 
of the Spirit is given for some benefit. ... But one and the same Spirit produces 
all of these, distributing them individually to each person as he wishes.”

ifB scripted like a movie. A 
struggling music program in 
a small rural town is turned 
around by a young and 
dedicated teacher who puts his 
heart and soul into his work. 



Despite a lack of local program 
support, Clayton Henady ‘08 
faced the adversity with more 
skill and passion than most 
people his age are capable of 
possessing. Because of Henady, 
a failing program is now thriving 
and earning the respect of school 
community. 


officials and an entire to relate to,” Henady said. “The students worked very hard 

and did exactly what I asked them to with no hesitation. 
They really bought into the plan to get better quickly.” 


Henady arrived at Attica Junior-Senior High School in 
April of 2009, only a few months before the end of the 
school year. With only 430 students enrolled in grades 
7-12, a mere 39 were band members. The program was 
struggling to say the least. 

“The program was very weak in ability and had been 
embarrassed in the last few years with poor performances 
and a lack of leadership,” said Henady. “I came in at the 
end of the year and only had two weeks to prepare the 
students for their Spring Concert.” 


Henady managed to overcome the time constraints and 
led the reinvigorated band to its strongest performance 
of the year with the Spring Concert. But this was just the 
beginning of his efforts to overhaul the program. That 
spring, Henady recruited former students to rejoin the band 
and pleaded with the current members to stay and give him 
the chance to show how enjoyable band could be. Henady 
had a retention of 90% of the current band students. With 
several former and new students joining the program, the 
high school band increased its enrollment to 29 - with 86 
members in all grade levels. 



As summer arrived, Henady knew there 
were still plenty of improvements to be 
made regarding the music program. It was 
for this reason he decided to reintroduce 
the marching band, which had fallen 
by the wayside. For the show, Henady 
decided to have the group perform 
music by Jon Bon Jovi. 


“I chose Bon Jovi because his 
music remains popular to this 
day, making it something the 
students and their parents 
would enjoy and be able

After weekly rehearsals and two weeks of evening band 
camp, the group put on the first marching band show Attica 
had seen in several years. Parents and school administrators 
who were in attendance were in awe of the progress 
the band had made in such a short amount of time. The 
resurgence continued at Attica’s football home opener as 
the band took the field and performed their new routine to 
a standing ovation. 

The music program’s success continues to grow from 
the elementary school and up. As of the beginning of 
December, the elementary band students had passed the 
skill level of the previous year’s students. 

“Our goal is for each band to surpass the skill level of 
the previous year,” Henady said. “It gives the students 
something to work towards and implants a sense of pride 
when they accomplish it.” 

The determination and tact Henady has demonstrated as 
a music teacher have their roots at Saint Joseph’s College. 

“I attribute a lot of the success I’ve had at Attica to my 
education at SJC,” Henady said. “The Music faculty does a 
great job preparing students for their careers as teachers. I 
also directed ensembles my final two years at SJC, which 
gave me the experience and confidence necessary to 
succeed as a band director in a competitive and elite music 
state such as Indiana. I was able to walk into the band room 
at Attica ready to go, and I haven’t looked back since.” 

Attica’s band program is looking at about a 95% 
retention rate for next year and a projected 25% increase in 
participation, which will add up to around 115 students in 
four levels of band. What Henady has accomplished in such 
a short time is truly remarkable, and under his guidance, 
those numbers will certainly continue to rise. 
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Education Curriculum Library 

Gets Face Lift 


The former Education Curriculum Library in the Evans 
Arts and Science Building received an extensive makeover 
in summer 2009. Thanks to grant funding from Lilly 
Endowment’s Initiative to Promote Opportunity through 
Educational Collaborations , the Curriculum Library was 
renovated, modernized, and transformed into a Learning 
Laboratory. This transformation allows teacher education 
students to simulate the kinds of classroom experiences 
they will encounter in their student teaching experiences 
and in their careers. 

“On behalf of the Saint Joseph’s College Educational 
Division, I express our gratitude both to Lilly Endowment 
for providing the funding for the Learning Laboratory and 
to SJC Vice President for Institutional Advancement and 
Marketing, Dr. Maureen Egan ‘90, for leading the initiative 
to enhance meaningful opportunities for students and 
faculty,” said Dr. Tom Ryan ‘70, Associate Professor of 
Education and Chairman of the Education Department. 
“The Learning Laboratory serves as a critical, supportive 
environment as we continue to engage in best practices for 
teacher preparation.” 

The Education students at SJC are just as thrilled, if not 
more so, than the staff. 

“Having an environment that allows students to work 
collaboratively and explore new ideas through the use of 
technology is important, and the Learning Laboratory has 
given me that opportunity,” said senior Mathematics major 
Jessica Howard of Indianapolis, Ind. “It provides me with 
a space to work and encourages my progress as a future 
educator.” 

The added space and updated technology are vast 
improvements for the Learning Laboratory, and the 
students have certainly taken notice. 

“The space is much easier to work in,” said junior 
Elementary Education major and Puma Educators 
Association co-president Eileen Mills-Groninger of Whiting, 
Ind. “The tables can easily be moved around, creating an 
ideal space for various activities, and the new technology 
has allowed us to interact with students in ways we were 
never able to before.” 

In addition to basic room renovations, the Learning 
Laboratory was outfitted with hearing assistance 
technology, a SMART Board interactive whiteboard, and 
adaptive technology for use with exceptional needs 
students. A kitchen was installed, providing students with 
a place to eat in case they are too busy to make it to the 
cafeteria, and MacBooks are also available for checkout. A 
special focus was also placed on creating an environment 


that will enhance the education provided to SJC student 
teachers of math and science. 

The Education Department intends to showcase 
the Learning Laboratory through the hosting of both 
professional development workshops and the Saint Joseph’s 
College Academy, a Saturday enrichment program for area 
children ages 3-10. 

“The Saturday enrichment program has been great,” said 
Mills-Groninger. “Each of the four Saturday sessions has had 
a different theme, such as beaches. We designed a lesson 
plan around that theme and had the kids, who ranged from 
kindergarten through fourth grade, draw beach related 
pictures and other activities of that nature. We even cooked 
coral macaroni and cheese for lunch.” 

The Learning Laboratory is certainly a jewel of the SJC 
campus and an important step forward in utilizing the most 
current technology in preparing Education students for their 
careers as teachers. The renovations will ensure that the 
Saint Joseph’s College Education Department will be one of 
the most admirable in the state of Indiana for years to come. 







The 800-Pound 


Bill Guertin ‘83 is an entrepreneur by nature, who was 
inspired as a small business owner during his time as a 
student at Saint Joseph’s College. 

Although Guertin has been very successful in his career 
endeavors since graduating from Saint Joseph’s College, 
he got his start in business in the least likely of places - 
Room 205 in Bennett Hall. 

It began with a heat press T-shirt iron and some bulk 
vinyl iron-on material. When Guertin arrived at SJC in the 
fall of 1979, he realized there were no places in town that 
made custom T-shirts. 

“I was surprised to find that students in intramural 
sports had nowhere to go to have shirts made with letters 
and numbers on the back,” Guertin said. “Since I had the 
iron, I figured I would do it myself.” That’s how his first 
official small business, the WB Custom ShirtWorks, came 
into existence. 

Guertin began buying blank T-shirts and jerseys from 
wholesalers to customize and gained the attention of 
students by putting fliers out on the cafeteria tables. 
Working out of Bennett Hall, he would take orders for 
shirts and design them by cutting letters by hand out of the 
sheets of vinyl material and using the iron to press them 
on. 


He received many orders from students who didn’t 
want to take the time to make shirts themselves, or drive 
to their hometowns to have them done professionally. As a 
result, the orders started to roll in; so many orders, in fact, 
that his cottage enterprise caught the attention of the SJC 
Board of Trustees. 

“By my junior year, the Board somehow learned what 
I was doing. They were concerned that I was running a 
business without a license, and there was discussion on 
how they should shut me down,” says Guertin. 

They were also concerned about the danger of the 
iron and the wattage it was drawing in his dorm room, as 
well as the College Bookstore manager’s reportedly taking 
notice of SJC clothing sales dropping off. 

“I was told that one Board member stepped up and 
supported me, saying that the College should support and 
encourage entrepreneurism, not discourage it.” 

The Board offered a compromise: Guertin could 
continue his business if he were to set up shop in the 



College Bookstore with regular office hours, keep the 
iron safely in the Bookstore, charge sales tax through the 
Bookstore, and give the Bookstore a small portion of his 
earnings for rent. Guertin accepted the terms, and the 
business continued. 


Guertin was also involved with WPUM, the campus 
radio station, and designed the first T-shirts for the station. 

“We created a logo and 2-3 different T-shirt designs, 
and wearing those shirts was our advertising for the 
station.” 


After graduation, Guertin took a job as a broadcast 
advertising sales rep at his hometown radio station, 
WBYG (99.9 FM) in Kankakee, IL, where he started 
his career at the age of 16 as one of the youngest 
licensed radio broadcasters in the state. From 
May through December of 1983, his first year on 
the job, he built a list of brand-new clients that 
was billing up to 25% of the station’s monthly 
revenue. 

Guertin left the radio industry after 25 years 
to begin his own speaking and sales training 
company, The 800-Pound Gorilla , a business 
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Puma of ‘83 


term describing the dominant player in each market. 
Guertin currently serves as the company’s CEO (which 
stands for Chief Enthusiasm Officer). His sales training 
work includes consulting with many different sales 
organizations, including the ticket sales departments of 
several professional sports teams from the NBA, NFL, NHL, 
and Major League Baseball. 


T-shirts, a tradition that was “sold” to the intramural 
department by Guertin in the early 80s. It was his business 
experience at Saint Joseph’s College that provided the 
foundation for his future and current success, and it is why 
he and his wife, Sherri, had the opportunity to attend Super 
Bowl XLIV in South Florida this February. 



“Larger schools don’t allow you the freedom I had to 
be creative, especially early on in my college years,” said 
Guertin. “The Core program allowed me to jump right 
into my major, which was Communications and Theatre 
Arts, without being bogged down with a heavy load of 
prerequisites that didn’t interest me. The Core subjects 
were structured in such a unique way, and it kept my 
interest as a student throughout my four years without 
getting in the way of what I really loved to do.” 


He credits several influential SJC professors for 
pushing him to be his best, including Fred Berger, 
Dr. Ralph Cappuccilli, John Groppe, Rev. Robert 
Onofrey, Rev. Lawrence Heiman, and Dr. John 
Egan. “They were all great educators, and I bring 
a little bit of their influence to my work each day.” 

If he keeps it up, this 800-Pound Gorilla might end 
up weighing a ton by the time he retires.

“I am truly living the dream,” Guertin said. He has 
authored two books, including The 800-Pound Gorilla of 
Sales: How to Dominate Your Market, which was published 
by John Wiley & Sons just a few months ago.

As a Sociology major, Kimberly Frank ‘10 from 
Vernon Hills, Ill. had hours of classroom experience 
talking about the thought processes of people 
in all kinds of situations.

But, through 
the Center for Indiana Partnerships at Saint Joseph’s 
College, she has an opportunity to experience that 
behavior firsthand. 



Frank said that the internship, which she’ll hold 
until May of 2010, got her the hands-on experience 
she was looking for. 


“When I went to apply for internships, I was 
amazed at how easy the process was,” said Frank. 
“There was really a chance for me to explain what 
I wanted out of an internship, and that was to help 
people. I didn’t know just how great the job and the 
people would be until I got there.” 


“The internship got me directly involved with 
people from all walks of life and backgrounds that 
needed help,” said Frank. “One of the things I want 
to do with my degree is help people in any capacity 
I can. Now, I know better ways to do that, since I do 
it every day.” 


Frank was placed at Jasper County Community 
Services (JCCS), within driving distance of the 
College. Immediately, she was considered one 
of the members of the staff, working in Customer 
Relations, particularly with Transportation Service 
and the Energy Assistance Program. 


Frank’s supervisor, Sharon Colee, Director 
of JCCS agreed. “Kim is a fresh addition to our 
events with assistance in planning, setting up, and 
greeting everyone each day she was there,” Colee 
said. “Kim has a bright future and we hope we can 
enhance that future through her time here.” 


“I was overwhelmed at first,” said Frank. “My 
first day, I was given a 110-page report on the Energy 
Assistance Program that I had to read by the next 
morning. But, I knew I would be helping people. 
Also, I’d been prepared by my classes to read a 
lot in a short span of time, so it really wasn’t a big 
deal.” 


Frank said that she has a better idea of what 
to look for in a job after she graduates and leaves 
JCCS. “I wish there were a job opening at JCCS, 
because I would love to work there,” Frank 
said. “But, if I can’t work there, I know that my 
experiences will help me get a job at a similar social 
services agency.”

This past October, a group of four Mass Communication 
and two Political Science students, along with Associate 
Professor of Communication Fred Berger and Professor of 
Political Science Peter Watkins, traveled to Los Angeles for 
a unique and integrative learning experience. 

“As far as the two majors visiting California together, 
that’s one of the great things about Saint Joseph’s 
College,” said Watkins. “There are few barriers between 
departments, and it was excellent to be able to go up to 
Fred [Berger], who is familiar with the Los Angeles area, 
and work out a trip with him.” 

Watkins’ focus for the trip was on Richard Nixon, the 
subject of his Seminar in Political Science. “I wanted my 
students to get a better understanding of Richard Nixon and 
his life, and taking this trip was a fun way to do that. We 
visited the Nixon Library in Southern California, which is 
built around Nixon’s boyhood home and contains his burial 
site, and we were able to see the helicopter he left the 
White House in after resigning from the presidency.” 

“There was so much we crammed into the three days,” 
said senior Art major and Mass Communication minor Carly 
Greco of Elmhurst, Ill. “Visiting Hollywood Boulevard and 
seeing the Hollywood sign was my favorite part of the trip. 
We also went to a film studio called FotoKem where movie 
and television films get restored. It was very interesting 
getting to see what they do.” 

The tour of FotoKem was made possible by the 
company’s Chief Operating Officer, SJC alumnus Robert 
Semmer ‘83. 


Semmer looks back fondly on his days as a Puma and 
credits SJC’s Core Program for helping him find success on 
the west coast. 

“The Core Program gave me a broad set of skills which 
still serve me well today. Too many people take for granted 
the writing, communication and presentation skills that are 
the true foundation to success in the business world and in 
life.” 

After the success of this trip, both Berger and Watkins 
hope to do something similar in years to come. 

“It was an excellent learning experience,” reflected 
Watkins. “It would be a great idea to keep going.” 

Watkins and Berger weren’t the only professors at Saint 
Joseph’s College to take their students across the country 
for a refreshing learning experience. Associate Professor 
of Criminal Justice and Sociology Dr. Bill Hartley took three 
seniors from his Criminal Justice Club to Philadelphia for 
the American Society of Criminology Conference. 

Joy Torres ‘10 from Guaynabo, Puerto Rico; Kim Frank ‘10 
from Vernon Hills, Ill.; and Adam Young ‘10 from Buffalo 
Grove, Ill. joined Hartley on the trip and gained invaluable 
insight into their prospective careers. All three have done 
some field work - Torres, as one of 32 students selected to 
intern with the Congressional Hispanic Caucus Institute in 
Washington, DC; Frank, as a Customer Relations Assistant 
with Jasper County Community Services; and Young in law 
enforcement with the Glenview, Illinois Police Department. 


“Last summer, when I was on sabbatical in Los Angeles, I 
met up with Robert Semmer, who I have kept in contact with 
over the years,” said Berger. “When Professor Watkins and I 
decided to take this trip, I contacted Robert and asked if we 
could stop by FotoKem, and he graciously welcomed us.” 

At FotoKem, the students got to see a demonstration on 
how 3-D films are created and visit a film restoration suite 
to see how old films are transferred to video and cleansed 
of tiny amounts of dirt that have built up on them over the 
years. The students also witnessed the restoration of the 
1927 Film The Jazz Singer, the first feature-length movie with 
synchronized dialogue sequences. 


“These three students are likely, if not certain, to attend 
graduate school at some point in the future,” said Hartley. 
“Conference attendance and the presentation of papers 
at regional or national conferences is often expected or 
required of graduate students in social science. Thus, I 
wanted them to observe other students presenting their 
findings as well as encourage them to pursue graduate 
work themselves.” 

The three day conference consisted of presentations 
by graduate students and undergraduates, many of them 
the same age as the SJC students themselves, on topics 
and research that could revolutionize the fields of criminal 
justice and criminology. 


“It was a thrill to have SJC students come visit,” said 
Semmer. “We have long associations with both the USC 
and UCLA film schools and many other schools across the 
country. To have Pumas here was great. We were working

Campus Ministry at Saint Joseph’s College has a new 
look and a new leader with the arrival of newly ordained 
priest, Fr. Kevin Scalf, C.PP.S. 

“I was ordained to the priesthood in June 2009 and 
arrived at SJC shortly thereafter, grateful for the hard work 
of my predecessors and current ministers at the College 
who have established valuable programs. I also arrived 
with a number of new ideas to explore.” 

During his preparation for the priesthood Fr. Scalf 
volunteered at an aftercare center for women released 
from prison in Dayton, OH; taught courses in the religious 
studies departments at the University of Dayton and 
Calumet College of St. Joseph; served as a chaplain intern 
at an urban Chicago hospital; served as instructor and 
formator for deacon and lay ecclesial ministry students 
within the Diocese of Gary, Indiana; volunteered as a 
campus minister at the University of Illinois, Chicago; 
and was a member of the theology faculty at a Catholic 
graduate seminary in Tanzania, Africa. He was also a 
member of the religious studies faculty at The Summit 
Country Day School in Cincinnati for five years. 

Scalf earned a Master of Arts degree in Theology from 
Xavier University, Cincinnati, a Master of Arts in Biblical 
Studies from The Athenaeum of Ohio/Mount St. Mary’s 
Seminary, Cincinnati, and a Master of Arts in Divinity from 
Catholic Theological Union, Chicago. 

“I have been given a three year appointment to the 
College by the Missionaries of the Precious Blood. During 
this time I look forward to working with the campus 
community to creatively inculcate our Catholic values to a 
deeper degree.” 

In his administrative position, Fr. Scalf intends for 
Campus Ministry to make visible the religious identity of

the institution and to nurture the spiritual and religious 
development of the students, faculty, and staff. 

“In the context of Catholic higher education, Campus 
Ministry provides many opportunities to encounter God 
active in our world, to develop a conscience rooted in 
Gospel values, and to address issues of faith and justice,” 
remarked Fr.

“Campus Ministry is beyond one department or the two 
people who staff it. I believe that every employee at Saint 
Joseph’s College is a campus minister in her/his own way, 
regardless of his/her religious commitments, by virtue of 
their commitment to our mission and core values,” notes 
Fr. Scalf. 

Campus Ministry has been working very closely with 
the Departments of Wellness and Student Development to 
provide an expanded web of care for the SJC community. 

“It seems like a natural fit that the Wellness Center, 
Student Development, and Campus Ministry staff mutually 
enrich one another. Each provides a unique network 
of care for our students.

Esposito Resigns 
Named Head 


and Rickey 
Football Coach 



Saint Joseph’s head football coach Lou Esposito 
announced that he will take a position with Western 
Michigan University as a defensive line coach. Esposito’s 
last day was Tuesday, February 9 th and A.J. Ricker was 
named the 18 th head coach in SJC history. 

“It has been a tremendous honor to be a part of the 
SJC family,” said Esposito. “Making this decision has been 
a difficult one because of the loyalty the SJC family has 
shown me over the years.” 

While the head coach of the Pumas, Esposito posted 29 
career victories, which is fourth all-time, against 25 losses. 
He is among five coaches in the program’s history that have 
left SJC with a winning record. During his tenure Esposito 
saw the Pumas post a record of 36-29. His predecessor, 

] 5 Tim Lester, who Esposito was a coordinator for in 2004 
finished 7-4. 

This past season Esposito became the fastest coach 
to achieve 25 career victories since Robert Jauron who 
coached the Pumas from 1954-58. Jauron and Joseph 
Dienhart (1938-42) are the only two coaches that coached 
at least five seasons and held a winning percentage higher 
than Coach Esposito’s .534. The Pumas finished this 
season 5-6 but went undefeated in Great Lakes Football 
Conference play earning their third GLFC title in Esposito’s 
tenure. 


“Coach Esposito was part of a core of coaches that 
elevated our program over the past six years,” said Director 
of Athletics Bill Massoels ‘89. “In the future we will strive 
to continue to operate our football program with the same 
dedication and standards Lou instilled. Although he was 
only part of the SJC family for six years, we think of Lou as 
an alumnus of the College through his continuous efforts of 
embracing the community.” 


A.J. Ricker was hired as an offensive line coach in 
January of 2009. In one season, the offensive line averaged 
179.5 rushing yards and only allowed two sacks per 
game. Ricker earned the mantel of Great Lakes Football 
Conference Assistant Coach of the Year in 2009 for his SJC 
offensive scheme efforts. 


“I am fortunate to have the opportunity of being the 
head football coach at Saint Joseph’s College,” said Coach 
Ricker. “This program has been elevated over the years and 
we will continue to put forth our best efforts on and off the 
field.” 


Prior to coming to SJC, Ricker spent three years coaching 
at Western Michigan University as a graduate assistant 
before being promoted to offensive assistant coach in 
2008. In addition, Ricker established a reputable career as 
a collegiate and professional player. At the University of 
Missouri, Ricker started at center and earned his bachelor’s 
degree in Agriculture in 2003. He holds the school record 
for consecutive starts with 47. 

He signed a free-agent contract with the Chicago Bears 
in 2004 and was allocated to the Rhein Fire of NFL 
Europe in 2005 where he was named the offensive team 
captain prior to the season opener. Ricker spent the 
2006 season and part of the 2007 campaign as a 
member of the Tampa Bay Storm of the Arena 
Football League. 


“Coach Ricker is an impressive person that 
has embraced Saint Joseph’s College and the 
Rensselaer community,” added Massoels. 
“We anticipate he will be a great leader 
of our football program. His loyalty to the 
program and his sense of responsibility 
to the players are tremendous assets that 
will continue to take this program to new 
heights.” 


The Pumas will open their season August 
28 th against Truman State. Kick-off at 
Alumni Stadium is scheduled for 12 
p.m. CDT.

Gehrig completed the GLVC season fourth overall in 
points, points per game, goals, goals per game 
en route to his Second Team All-Conference se 
After missing part of the 2008 season due to injury, Gehrig 
completed the season leading the team in scoring with 16 
goals on the season. Along with six assists, he recorded a 
team high 38 points. 

Adler earned his second consecutive Third Team All- 
Conference honors this season as a forward. During GLVC 
play Adler finished second individually in assists and 
second in the league in game winning goals. Overall he 
finished the season with eight goals and seven assists, only 
trailing teammate Gehrig in each respective category on the 
team. 


The Saint Joseph’s College men’s soccer team has been 
honored by the Student Athletic Advisory Committees 
(SAAC) of the Great Lakes Valley Conference as the 
recipient of the men’s soccer 2009 Sportsmanship Award. 


The SAAC Sportsmanship Award is determined by votes 
of the 15 GLVC member institutions’ campus SAACs. The 
committees select their top three choices in each sport and 
base their decision on their view of sportsmanship. Each 
team that received a first choice vote received 3 points, 
second choice received 2 points, and the third choice 
received 1 point. The GLVC sponsors the award in each of 
the league’s 17 championship sports. 


In his third season, the Pumas were led by head coach 
David Bokhart who guided SJC to a 9-7-2 season producing 
their first winning record since 1992. The Pumas’ 6-6-2 mark 
in the GLVC again brought tournament hopes into the final 
game of the season but SJC was the odd team out for the 
second consecutive year. 


“This is a credit to our guys who have kept their heads 
about themselves in an effort to accomplish a number of 
goals this season,” said Bokhart. “I am honored that our 
peers noticed the same type of character I have witnessed.” 

In his tenure, Bokhart is second all-time in career 
victories, as he surpassed Fr. William Stang and Rob Burns 
this season. His 20 career victories are only second to Mike 
Minielli who finished his career with 101 victories.
